WASHINGTON MEETING 
TO BE HELD APRIL 4 


Is. First Step of New 
‘Administration Toward 
Solving Farmers’ Trou- 
bles—Others Planned. 


Washington, March 29.—The war 
finance corporation tonight issued 
a call for a conference here April 
4 of southern bankers to discuss 
methods by which the exportation 
of southern agricultural products 
may best be financed. Announce- 
ment of the conference followed 
discussion of the farmers’ problems 
by the cabinet today after which 
it was said definite plans for farm- 
er relief probably soon would be 
put forward. 

Announcements of the conference 
was confined to the bare statement 
of the call and the date. In the light 
ef the day’s developments, how- 
ever, it was regarded as the first 
step by ‘the new administration 

_ looking to a solution of the farm- 
ers’ difficulties. 

Severa] other such meetings are 
pianned, it was stated. Secretary 
Hoover expects soon to meet with 
representatives of the agricultural 
industry to talk over with them the 
problems which beset their industry. 
Leaders of several farmers’ organ- 
izations also are preparing to carry 
their kit of problems to the white 
house in the near future, probably 
before congréss gets far into the 
work of the extra session. 

Brought Up by Hoover. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
earlier in the day had brought up 
the subject of cotton for discussion 
in the meeting of the cabinet. He 
outlined the plight of the cotton 
growers, because of decreased im- 
ports, low prices, demoralized mar- 
kets and tight credit. 

The president and members of the 
cabinet agreed that relief measures 
should be devised and put into ef- 
fect as expeditiously as _ possible. 
Hoover is said to have definite 
ideas in mind, and is expected to 
take the lead in relieving the situ- 
ation. 

The War Finance corporation re- 
cently was revived by congress for 
the purpose of financing exports 
to assist agriculture. It would ac- 
cept the securities of foreign coun- 
tries in need of cotton and other 
soil products, at the same time 
financing the grower. 

Limit of U. 8. Ald. 

Officials of the finance corpora- 
tion desire, it was said, to explain 
to the southern bankers, on whose 
shoulders fall the burden of pro- 
viding funds for the export of cot- 
ton and other products of the soll, 
just how far the federal agency can 
go in supplying the money’ they 
seek. In this connection, it was 
deemed likely that the treasury’s 
position with respect to exports to 
Germany also would be made clear. 

The corporation already has ap- 
proved a loan of $6,000,000 for the 
financing of shipments to states in 
central Europe, and Secretary Mel- 
len has said there is no objec- 
tion to loans on exports to Germany 
provided the finance corporation 
was given good security by the ex- 
porting houses. , 

There have been fndications on 
several occasions that the corpora- 
tion was ready to extend aid in 
shipping to Czecho-Slovakia and 


Poland, although a public statement 

to that effect never has been made. 

In these two countries, exporters 

have reported great opportunities 

for the marketing of cotton and 

other exclusively southern products. 
Cetton Most Urgent. 

While there was no official ex- 
pression tonight, it apparently was 
the program of those officials hav- 

‘ing to do directly with the farming 

= he to spread conferences over 
several months in which time repre- 
sentatives from the various sections 
of the country may be called here to 
gee what can be done for them. Fin- 
nance corporation officials have 
said several times that the western 
-and middle western farmers must 
be given consideration seon.

Americus, Ga., March 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—To plead for her son's lib- 
erty, which she believes it to be 
within the power of a convicted 
matricide to confer, the aged moth- 
er of Dr. Charles K. Chapman, the 
Americus physician now serving 4 
life term following conviction of 
murder, may shortly visit Edmund 
S. Bigham. Bigham—convicted of 
the murder of his mother, sister, 
brother and the two adopted ‘chil- 
dren of his. sister—is in a cell in 
a Carolina prison. He is doomed 
to die in the electric chair in Co- 
lumbia, S. C., on April &. 

Bigham, a former resident of Les- 
lie, 15 miles- south of this city, 
came here with Walter Wade a few 
hours before Wade disappeared, on 
the night of August 17,1917. With 
two bullet holes in his back, and 
his pockets turned inside out, the 
body of Wade was two weeks later 
dragged from the Flint riyer. Big- 
ham, it was alleged, was the last 
Persen seen with Wade. 

Though closely questioned, and 
for long kept under surveillance. 
Bigham was newer indicted in con- 
nection with the case, although it 
became known that Wade and Big- 
ham had had some personal dis- 
agreement when Bigham lived in 
the Wade household, before the pair 
came to Americus. The eyes of 
suspicion later fastened upon Dr. 
Cc. K. Chapman and Warren I. 
Johnson. Both now serve life sen- 
tences as convicted murderers.

The employees of the company 
now working for B. L. Bugg, receiv- 
er for the A., B. & A. railway, will 
receive their money in regular or- 
der, according to the scale of pay 
set by the federal court, and it 
was stated that -there would be no 
variation from this scale. No one, 
it is declared, has any right to make 
a variation from the wage scale set 
by the court for the employees of 
the receiver of the A., B. & A., and 
it was pointed out that there would 
be no bonuses or other changes in 
the published wage scale. “We 
can pay the employees just what 
the court said we could,” said an 
official, “and we have to pay them 
that scale, no more and no less.” 

The application of the receiver 
for permission to borrow on a note 
$125,000, it was stated, was because 
of inability to meet the back pay 
of the former employees through 
any other source. 

Consent to the issuing of a note 
for the purpose of raising the 
money, was given by the Birming- 
ham Savings and Trust company, 
throughy their attorney, Reuben 
Arnold, of Arnold & Arnold. This 
banking cOmpany caused the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the A.. 
B. & A. railroad, filing a petition 
before Judge Sibley, in the United 
States district court of Atlanta, on 
the groundsthat the road was in- 
debted to the company for $90,000. 
Unable to Meet Payroll. 

Colonel Bugg, in his application 
to the court for permission to issue 
a note for $125,000, poitned out that 
$25,000 of the obligation to the men 
remains still unsatisfied, while 
$65,000 more for March wages would 
be due On April 1. 

It was brought out by the re- 
ceiver that the men’s wages con- 
stituted a legal lien against the 
company’s property, and that wages 


and similar incidental expenses con- 
sequent to operation were required 
to be met out of operating reve- 
nue. Colonel Bugg pointed out that 
$100,000 was placed on deposit with 
the Columbia Trust company on 
September 16, as a special fund for 
meeting interest on bonds; and the 
trust company questioned the r.ght 
to use this fund for meeting wages. 

Colonel Bugg also showed in his 
petition that $269,402 is owing the 
road from the federal government 
under the transportation act, which 
the road has thus far been unable 
to ‘collect, 

Say Men Are Still Out. 

In a statement given out Tues- 
day afternoon, the leaders of the 
fourteen brotherhoods now on strike 
against the A. B. A. railway, 
denied that any of their men and 
women, who left the service of the 
railway on March 5, are returning 
to work. It was deciared that the 
officials of the A., B. & A. are cir- 
culating reports that the men em- 
ployees who withdrew at the be- 
ginning of the strike have realized 
that they have lost out and that 
they are returning to the service of 
the company.

Washington, March 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The department of justice

to no-7. 

Mt. Baley stated that a letter had 


from Aldine Chambers, an Atlanta 
lawyer. The letter came to W. J. 
Neale, an attorney In thé depart- 
ment, who, it was stated, is not 


with attempting to bribe him to, 
testify that on a certain night sev-| 
eral weeks ago, he saw a car of 
negro occupants on Allen’s bridge 
over the Yellow river, and that on 
closer examination he discovered 
two dead blacks. ’ 
The Alleged Pliot. 

It was a part of the plot, offi- 
cials stated, for the man to enter Jas- 
per county to startarumor of seeing 
the dead bodies thrown into the 
river by the negroes, and then sign- 
ing affiidavits at Monticello to this 
effect.. All this was to be done; 
letters were to be sent to farmers 
telling them to “look out for the 
negroes wiping out the whites,” 
and runners were to be dispatched 
in several directions, crying that 
the colored people were gathering 
to start a racial war, it is alleged. 

In addition to all this, it is relia- 
bly stated, a letter has been found 
which was sent to the man who 
was to take the leading part in the 
conspiracy, instructing him to meet 
Huland Williams at a certain place 
to be informed of the details of the 
conspiracy. The man met the 
Williams boys, according to the al- 
leged confession of the _ prisoner, 
and was promised $500 if he suc- 
ceeded incarrying out his instruc- 
tions. 

Alleged Plot Balked. 

When the young man started to 
Jasper county last Sunday, his 
brothers learnedgof the alleged 
Plot and caught him before he had 
succeeded in carrying out any part 


directly’connected in any way with 
the investigation “branch of the 
department.

Prebe Not Warranted. 

It is known that Mr. Neale went 
over the contents of Mr. Cham- 
bers’ letter with Mr. Baley, and it 
was stated after the conference 
that nothing was found in_ the 
Chambers letter which warranted 
an investigation by the federal gov- 
ernment through the justice de- 
partment.

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Bullet in Brain Removed, 


Marvelous Operation Performed on Demented Man. 


Convict May Regain Sanity 


Ossining, N. J.. March 29.—By one 
of the most remarkable operations 
in brain surgery ever attempted, 
Roman Leondowski, a 40-year-old 
convict, hitherto regarded as in- 
sane, may yet be restored to useful 
citizenship. Dr. William L. Chap- 
man, of Brooklyn, partially para- 
lyzed, as a result of a stroke suf- 
fered three months ago, sat propped 
up on a high stool beside the oper- 
ating table in Sing Sing infirmary 
Tuesday and delved into Leondow- 
successfully removing 
one of two bullets which had been 
imbedded there for four years, im- 
pairing Leondowski’s reason. 

The prisoner came out of the 
anaesthesia several hours later and 
the operation was pronounced to 
have been successful. 

Doctor Chapman was engazed to 
perform the operation three months 
ago shortly after Leondowski’s term 
of two years for assault, served in, 
the insane ward of the Dannemora 
prison, had expired. ‘The warden 
of Dannemora refused on his own 
responsibility to release Leondow- 
ski, although his time was up, be- 
cause he regarded the man as a 
menace to society owing to his men- 
tai disability. 

Removes Section of Skull. 

Doctor Chapman was to have 
operated at that time but was) 


he partially recovered only recent-: 


Dannemora to Sing Sing so that the 
doctor’s journey would be shortened. 
The surgeon himself had to be 
lifted from the train to an auto- 
mobile and from the machine to a 
wheel chair to reach the operating 
room. His son, Dr. William L. Chap- 
man, Jr., stood by, with several 
other surgeons and criminologists as 
the elder Doctor Chapman, remov- 
ing a section of Leondowski’s sku!!

inserted his index finger slowly. 
carefully, without disturbing the 
brain tissues and drew out a bul- 
let that had lain in the motor area. 
two inches into the brain. 

The assisting surgeons watched, 
tensely, as the delicately sensitive 
finger of Doctor Chapman probed 
deeper and deeper into the brain 
Anaesthesians with their stetho- 
scopes against the unconscious 
man’s breast, listened intently to 
the heart beats and were encour- 
aged to note them still norma!. 

Most Dangerous Move. 

At last when Doctor Chapman's 
finger’ found the jagged bullet, 
came the most dangerous maneuver 
of all. Would he be able to remove 
the bullet, now that he had found 
it, without disturbing the extremely 
delicate structure of the brain?

News of the death of John Bur- 
roughs, famous naturalist and au- 
thor, who died Tuesday on a train 
en route from California to his home 
at West Park, N. Y., was received 
in Atlanta and throughout the state 
with particular interest, as Mr. Bur- 
roughs had visited this state on nu- 
merous occasions. 

Accompanied by his wife, Mr. 
Burroughs had spent many winters‘ 
in Georgia making investigations in 
his work. His headquarters were 
located at the Georgia experiment 
station, near Griffin, where he 
made extensive study of migatory 
birds and the difference phases of 
animal and plant life of the state. 
During one of the annual visits to 
the state, Mr. Burroughswas taken 
to the home of the late Joel Chandler 
Harris in West End, and while 
there he dedicated Wren's Nest, 
which stands today as a tribute to 
his memory. 

On numbers of occasions ent 
further south, where he wo in 
Thomas A. Eddison and Henry Ford, 
two of his close friends, in their 
homes at Fort Myers, Fla., but al- 
ways mingled pleasure with his 
life’s work, which made him the 
foremost naturalist of his day. | 


EDISON EXPRESSES 
DEEP SORROW. 

West Orange, N. 
Thomas A. Edison, a member of a 
small party of intimate friends 
who had accompanied John Bur- 
roughs on his annual camping trips 
in the last four years, expressed 
deep sorrow today upon learning of 
the naturalist’s death. 

“"To me, he always appeared to 
be one of the highest types, yet 
evolved in the advance of men toa 
higher stage,” said the inventor. 
Other members of the campaign 
party were Henry Ford and Hudson 
Maxim. On their camping trips, 
wood-chopping contests were al- 
ways a matter of keen competition, 
and inthis sport Mr. Burroughs, 
notwithstanding his age, always ac- 
quitted himself creditably. 


FORD COMMENTS 
ON DEATH. 
Detroit, Mich., March 
Ford, close personal friend and 
camp mate of John Burroughs, 
made the following statement today 
upon learning of the naturalist’s 
death: 
“The news of John Burrough’s 
passing is a great shock to me. 
The last time I saw him he was 
apparently in good health. I heard 
from him during his illness itn Cal- 
ifornia, but he took it lightly. mak- 
ing out that he had gone to bed 
merely for a ‘rest cure.’ Next 
Sunday would have been his 84th 
birthday. 
“I have known John Burroughs 
about twelve years. e were 
brought together by our common 
interests in birds and growing 
things. There was something very 
simple about him, and yet with it 
all, there was a thoroughness of 
investigation and a hardihood of 
endurance that gave him rank as 
a natural man. I believe if you 
had offered John Burroughs a mil- 
lion dollars in one hand and the 
sight of a new bird in another, he 
would have chosen a sight of the 
new bird. The very last time he 
was at my farm he saw a winter 
bird from the north that he had 
never seen before and the discov- 
ery filled him with animated in- 
terest for days. 
“We always talked a good deal 
together. John Burroughs could 
articulate his philosophy while I 
could mostly feel mine, and so we 
got on well together, understanding 
each other. His philosophy was 
just what he felt and his work was 
to write it down. He always 
brought his new books to me. and 
I would sometimes show him some 
of the things I was working on. 
‘He was a great companion. He 
was absolutely child-like in his 
belief in people. For a man who 
saw so few people he had hosts of 
friends, he was a fine camp mate. 
For him the deserted wilderness 
was more alive than the populous 
cities. That was the main char- 
acteristic of Mr. Burrouzghs—he was 
alive and his eyes were open. 
“Well, he used to wonder what 
it was like beyond, and I suppose 
he will begin philosophizing again 
as soon as he get his bearings. 
There will be birds where John 
only is—birds and great 
rees,.”

An “exceptional status” has been 
proclaimed for Dortmund, Bochum, 
Gelsenkirchen and other points in 
Rhenish Pruesia. 

The “exceptional status” referred 
to presumably is similar to or iden- 
tical with the “non-military state of 
seige” which has been put into 
force by the German authorities in 
parts of central Germany affected 
by the communist disorders. 

With the exception of the minor 
outbreak in the American bridge- 
head region Monday, which was 
promptly and effectively dealt with 
by the American military police, the 
disorders reported in the foregoing 
are the first to be recorded in the 
Rhine area’ since the outbreak of 
the communist rising in Prussian 
Saxony.

Dublin, Ga., March 29.—(Special.) 
Millard Dalton, a young white boy, 
is in jail here under charges of 
stealing an automobile from Macon 
March 20, in company with another 
lad, whose identity has not been 
ascertained.

Mr. Miner also denied rumors to 
the effect that he has received a 
letter threatening him unless he 
quits the probe of the slaying. 

“I wish you would state for me,” 
he said, “that I belong to no secret 
order which might be of the nature 
under suspicion in this case. Many 
people have asked me if I was a 
member of such an order, and I 
wish it understood that I am not.”

MARINE CORPS AVIONS 
BELIEVED IN TROUBLE 


Two Planes on 5,000-Mile 
Flight Are Missing on 
the First Day. 


Washington,.-March 29.—The four 
marine corps aviators who left the 
naval air station here in two planes 
early this afternoon on the first leg 
of their flight to the Virgin islands, 
had not been heard from tonight 
either by naval officers or at points 
in the south. They had intended to 
make their first stop at Fayette- 
ville, N. C., 840 miles distant, but 
did not put in an appearance either 
there or at Langley field, Va., which 
had been considered as an alterna- 
tive stopping place in their plans. 

The disappearance of the aviators 
was complete, notwithstanding in- 
quiries at a score of points where it 
was thought possible they might 
have landed. The only fact which 
served to relieve the anxiety of of- 
ficials was the improbability that 
disaster could have overtaken both 
planes simultaneously. The theory 
was advanced that perhaps one had 
been forced down in an _ isolated 
spot, and the other had descended 
to assist in repair work. 

Major Thomas C. Turner, chief 
of marine corps aviation, and Lieu- 
tenant B. C. Bradley, chief test pilot 
of the navy and marine corps, occu- 
pied the first machine, which rose 
at 1:02 p. m. The second machine 
carried Lieutenant L. H. Sanderson, 
pilot, and Gunnery Sergeant Charles 
W. Rucker. 

Early in the day weather fore- 
casts showed strong gales in the 
Carolinas and it had been decided 
to stop at Langley field, Virginia. 

Later reports proved bétter, how- 
ever, and Major Turner said he 
would go direct to Fayetteville, 
North Carolina.

At Tabernacle Today 


Today the Bible conference at the 
Baptist Tabernacle will come to a 
close with three discourses by Dr. 
G. Campbell Morgan, the minister 
from England, and an address by 
Rev. Morris Reuben, of Pittsburg. 

This morning at 11 o'clock Dr. 
Morgan will deliver his final ser- 


mon in the series of his discussions’

Dr. Morgan spoke Tuesday night 
on “The Finality of the Biblical Au- 
thority.” He stated that Christ is 
the absolute authority in the 
Testament and the New. All high- 
ways of the Old Testament lead to 
Christ and all highways of the New 
Testament lead to Him, he said. 

The speaker stated that in no 
part of the Bible separate from tne 
rest can full authority be found. 
He also asserted that “you cannot 
find me anything Jesus said about 
God that I cannot find you in the 
Old Testament, and everything that 
He said was new.” 

Dr. Morgan divided his narrative 
into four steps:. Biblical revela- 
tions concerning God, Biblical rev- 
elations concerning man, the final 
note of moral revelation, and the 
final note on human salvation. 

Man Not an Animal.

of the revelation concerning 
he declared that “the Bible 
says man is no more an animal 
than a dog is a vegetable.” He 
showed by Biblical proof that man 
created in the image of God cannot 
be an animal, asserting that “man 
is the inbreeding of God into dust.”

Meager reports indicated that 
there had been some damage to 
fruit trees in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. Because of the preceding 
warm weather, which had advanced 
blossoms and tender vegetables be- 
yond the usual development for this 
time of year, officials indicated that 
the damage might be considerable.

Virginia Growers Hopeful. 

Lynchburg, Va., March 29.—Apple 
trees in the Piedmont section were 
caught in bloom today in an official 
temperature of 28 degrees, but it is 
not believed the freezing tdmpera- 
ture lasted long enough to do se- 
rious injury to the bloom. Peach 
men say that the peach crop is at 
such a stage now that it could 
stand much colder weather. Care- 
ful growers say the extent of any 
damgge that may have been inflict- 
ed during the night cannot be es- 
timated today.

Seaplanes Sent to Comb 
Florida Swamplands 


Upon Report of Strange | 


Cries Heard. 


Pensacola, Fla., March 29.—Search 
for Chief Quartermaster G. Kk) 
Wilkinson and four companions 
missing in a Mmaval balloon since 
March 22, received new impetus this 
afternoon when a message to the 
naval air station here trom Apa- 
lachicola, Fla., said that strange 
cries fiad been heard in a swamp 
some miles from that place. 

Orders were sent to the seaplanes 
stationed at Panama City, Fla., to 
take up the search in the vicinity 
of Apalachicola and they left this 
afternoon to make a thorough 
sweep of all the territory in the 
vicinity of the place from which 
the cries were reported. 

The big naval dirigible C-7 will 
leave early tomorrow morning to 
join in the search of the Franklin 
county swamps. 

The swampy land on both sides of 
the Apalachicola riva@ér and bay has 
seldom been penetrated. If the fly- 
ers landed deep in this swamp, it is 
believed by officials here barely 
possible that they have made their 
way out far enough for their cries 
to be heard, 

Fishermen sailing to the banks 
outside of Apalachicola bay last 
Wednesday night heard shouting in 
the vicinity of Lake Wimico, ten 
miles from Apalachicola, as they 
passed that neighborhood, accord- 
ing to a report to the naval air sta- 
tion late this afternoon. 

Orders were immediately dis- 
patched to the sub-air base estab- 
lished at Panama City for one of 
the planes there to make a thor- 
Ough search of Lake Wimico. 

Apalachicola is about forty miles 
airline distant from St. Andrews 
and is about sixty miles from the 
place where the balloon is supposed 
to have been when the last mes- 
Sage was dispatched. 


Paid No Attention. 


The fishermen did not know of 
the missing balloon when they 
heard the cries and paid no atten- 
tion to them. Today, after return- 
ing from a six-day cruise, they 
learned of the search that is being 
made and told what they had heard. 

Lake Wimico is a swampy exten- 
sion of Jackson river, which runs 
into Apalachicola bay. It has never 
been accurately surveyed, but it ex- 
tends roughly for fifteen miles east- 
ward toward the western arm of 
St. Andrews bay and is from a quar- 
ter of a mile to five miles wide. 
It fs not navigable except for row- 
boats and skiffs and then only dur- 
ing the rainy season or when the 
wind is out of the southeast, thus 
sete the water from the bay 
back into the swamp. 

Thought Hunting Party. 

The fishermen had gone into Apa- 
lachcicola bay for bait and were on 

eir way back to the Gulf of Mex!- 
co when they heard the shouts. Ac- 
cording to the fishermen there 
seemed to be several cries and they 
thought nothing further about it. 
believing that a hunting or fishing 
party had camped on the edge of 
the swamp. 

Orders have been sent from the 
naval station here to the sub-air 
base which has been establish at 
Panama City for one of the sea- 
Planes there to make a search of 
Lake Wimico. The dirigible C-7 
will also be despatched to aid in the 
search. In addition, one of the sub- 
chasers will be sent to Apalachi- 
cola and a launch from the vessel 
will explore the swamp as far as 
Possible.

In addition to Mr. Dawes the 
members are Franklin W. Galbraith, 
Jr., national commander of the 
American Legion; Thomas W. Mil- 
ler, of Delaware, alien property 
custodian; Theodore Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of the navy; Mrs. 
Douglas Robinson, of New York, a 
sister of former President Roose- 
velt; John L Lewis, of Indlanapo- 
lis, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America; Franklin 
D’Oler, of Philadelphia, former com- 
mander of the American Legion; 
Mrs. Henry R. Rea, of Pittsburgh;

ance of the White award. They as- 
serted it would again place ‘the 
burden upon the executive depart- 
ment. 

An unexpected adjournment of 
the session prevented a full outlin- 
ing of the administration’s pro- 
gram being given the assembly.

The defense endeavored to 
show that Smiley Bigham, during a 
period of insanRy, had committed 
the murders and then killed him- 
self. Smiley Bigham’s body ‘was 
found some distance from the Big- 
ham home with a pistol clutched in 
the right hand. The other bodies 
were found in and about the Big- 
ham home. They included Bigham’s 
mother, his sister and his sister’s 
two adopted children. Family fi- 
nancial affairs figured largely in 
the motives advanced by the state. 

Before receiving sentence, Bigham 
spoke to the court at some length. 
“Judge, I hope you will give me 
time, so sOme of the people who 
testified here against me may have 
some chance to come forward =# 
tell the truth, and not come too 
late, like Judas making his offer- 
ing of thirty pieces of silver,” he 
said.

They found 
the box empty, but gained infor- 
mation from bank officials that At- 
torney Ewing had entered the box 
last Friday in the presence of of- 
ficials, and all that it contained 
had been apass book on the Lowry 
National bank showing a deposit 
of $500. The Trust company’s rec- 
ords also showed that this had been 
the only occasion n which Hwing 
had entered the box, although it 
had been opened twice before by 
Woodward. 

Attorney Ewing, in explaining 
why he had a to the Wood- 
ward box stated t while he had 
not been the regular attorney for 
Floyd Woodward's mother, he had 
on one, and only one, occasion han- 
dled for her a dispute over a lease 
on her property at 239 East Pine 
street. J. H. Porter, a relative of 
Mrs. Woodward’s, was her regular 
attorfley, said Mr. Ewing. How- 
evér, while he was handling the 
lease for her, he said, Floyd Wood- 
ward had given him access to the 
safety deposit box in question, stat- 
ing that Ewing might need papers 
contained therein. He had never 
opened the box, he said, until he 
read accusations against him in the 
Woodward letter, and then, fearing 
that he was being framed, and de- 
siring to find out the nature of 
any papers that might be in the 
box, he decided to open it in the 
presence .of trust company offi- 


cials. 
Wheat’s Explanation. 

In an interview given The Con- 
stitution Tuesday regarding Ew- 
ing’s examination of the Wood- 
ward deposit box at the Empire 
Trust and Safety Deposit com- 
pany, John Wheat, custodian of 
the company’s vaults, stated: 

“Ewing entered the Woodward 
deposit box last Friday in the pres- 
ence of two witnesses, and the only 
thing in the box was an old bank 
book, which contained one depos- 
it of $500. 

“The Woodward box was rented 
in February of 1919, and we have 
records of its having been en- 
tered but twice since then—both 
times by Woodward. So far as our 
records show, Ewing’s entry last 
Friday was the first time the box 
has been entered in over a year.” 

The deposit box was in the Em- 


pire Trust company and was raided 
on the basis of a statement in 
Woodward's written letter in which 
he declared that in “a large piece 
of business pulled off, a $500 Lib- 
erty bond was set aside as Boykin’s 
part, that the bond, bank book and 
check were turned over to Ewing 
and he put them in the box, where 
they were kept until Ewing took 
them out in September, 1919, and 
sold the Liberty bond.” 
Was Not in Bank. 

The statement by Wheat shows 
that Ewing was not in the bank 
during the time that Woodward, if 
he wrote the alleged letter, said 
that he was there, and that the en- 
trance of Ewing into the vault last 
Friday in the presence of two wit- 
nesses was the first time that he 
had been in the vault even if Wood- 
ward had agreed to let him use it. 

The officers are said to have 
found a contract with the Atlanta 
Trust company which has taken 
over the safety-box facilities of the 
Empire Trust company, on file for 
the box in the name of “B. Wood- 
ward,” giving Ewing access to the 
box, which, it Is said, he cancelled 
last Friday after publication of 
Woodward's statement. 

“This is a definite, 
link between Ewing and Wood- 
ward,” declared Chief Poole. “It ob- 
solutely proves what I have been 
charging all along—that Ewing was 
Woodward's right-hand man. It sub- 
stantiates another part of Wdéod- 
ward's ietter also. Other disclos- 
ures are coming.” 

Ewing declared his only connec- 
t: the safe deposit box was 
as eae for Woodward's mother 
in the dispute mentioned above. 
His explanation, including a charge 
that Woodward has attempted to 
“frame” him, follows: 

Rents Deposit Bex. 

“Back in February,’ 1919, Floyd 
Woodward rented a safe deposit box 
at the Atlanta. Trust company. In 
March he told me that since I was 
his mother’s lawyer in a dispute 
over some property, and she 
valuable papers in the box, I might 
as well use it also.

Farm Loan Bonds

In connection with the recent an- 
nouncement by the farm loan board 
that anew issue of Federal, Land 
Bank bonds with a more liberal 
redemption clause is contemplated, it 
was pointed out Tuesday by a banker 
that Federal Land Bahk bonds of 
the several issues already outstand- 
ing maintained a remarkably steady 
price when general market condi- 
tions are considered in face of the 
long pending suit before the United 
States supreme court to determine 
the constitutionality of the congres- 
sional act establishing the banks. 

The banker quoted said that this 
indicated clearly the general confl- 
dence of the public, and the national 
group of representative investment 
bankers which sponsored the loans 
in placing them with the public, as 
to the outcome of the suit and the 
stability of the system. 

Now that the court’s decision has 
clearly upheld both the right of 
congress to establish the system 
and the right of exemption from 
taxation, the farm loan board points 
out that these bonds promise to be- 
come even more popular with the 
investing public.

BULLET WITHIN BRAIN 
OF CONVICT REMOVED

with no perceptible progress but at 
last Doctor Chapman felt the bu!let 
strike the skull. Then he drew his 
crooked finger toward the aperture, 
guiding the bullet until it appeared 
in the opening. For the first time, 
then, he used a forcep, picking up 
the millile and handing it on one 
of the assistant doctors. 

Without leaving his stool, Doctor 
Chapman then made a second in- 
cision in the scalp, removed another 
piece of ekull and by the game 
cautious process, located the sec- 
ond bullet. It was found to be so 
solidly imbedded in the brain, how- 
ever, that to remove it would leave 
a scar tissue which might cause 
more trouble than the presence of 
the bullet itself. It was therefore 
allowed to remain. ' 

Patient Recovering. 

Leondowski was taken to the In- 
firmary and appeared to be recover- 
ing from the operation, 

Dr, Chapman refused to make any 
comment, 
“I'm willing to take this chance,” 
said Leondowski before taking the 
ether. “The bullets are driving me 
crazy and I might as well be dead 
as crazy.” 
“Pray for me, father,” he pleaded 
of Father Cashin, the Catholic chap- 
lain, as the last rites of the church 
were being administered, and the 
priest, the only one permitted in the 
room aside from the surgeons and 
patient, knelt in a corner, through- 
out the operation.

Leondowski was shot twice in the

FIREWORKS. BLAST 
TAKES TEN LIVES 


(Continued from First Page.) 


older sisters and brothers. The 
faces and hands of the babies were 
iodine-splotched, too, and many of 
the little heads were done up in 
bandages. 

Pushcart peddlers from the mar- 
kets and women with shawls and 
babies on their backs crowded past 
the police guards from time to time 
and in jabbering fashion poured 
forth their version of the blast. 
They good humoredly helped clear 
away the debris, assistance which 
the police did not spurn. 

Fire flamed up in the ruing of 
the wrecked warehouse early in the 
evening, ae gp ne oe J the lives of 
rescuers and rendering more diffi- 
cult the task of recovering the dead. 
The police; fearing that the debris 
contained more explosives, warned 
workers in the ruins to seek places 
of safety. 

Paddy Burns was one policeman 
whose warnings were taken at their 
face value. Paddy knew. It seems 
that Paddy was standing across 
the street when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

“There was a flash,” said Paddy. 
“and then—blooie—I was blown off 
my feet. Bricks and boards rained 
down on me. Finally, I got up and 
turned in the alarm.” 

The first theory that a “gas pock- 
et” caused the blast was practically 
discarded by the discovery in the 
debris of a shipping ticket. labeled 
“Safety Torpedoes—One Gross.” and 
the subsequent findine of a bill of 
lading to the Singer-Schaffer com- 
pany, dated March 27. showing the 
shipment of 125 cases of fireworks 
from a Philadelphia concern. 
Other correspondence from the 
same concern showed the shipment 
of 6.650 pounds of torpedoes on 
March 9%, and contained cautions 
about storing them in order to pre- 
vent exnlosion. 

“Powder of some kind caused the 
explosion,” was Chief Fitzmorris’ 
comment. 

The homes of about one thousand 
persons were made untenable by 
the explosion. Windows for three 
blocks around were shattered bv 
flying wreckage. There were half 
an dozen men in the warehouse when 
the blast occurred and they never 
were seen again. All telephone lines 
in the vicinity were demolished. 
Eye-witne<«ses ewalid the explosion 
sounded “like the end of the world.”

A comedy, cleaner or more lika- 
ble than “Takén In,” which Henry 
B. Walthall and a wholesome cast 


gave fo the Atlanta theater patrons 
Tuesday night, will be hard to find, 
and it is a ground for boast that 
Atlanta continues to bespeak her 
enjoyment of things that stay away 
from counterpanes and lingerie. 

There is a commendable thing 
about Henry B. Walthall that 
evinced itself Monday night _in 
“Ghosts” and reasserted itself in 
“Taken In.” Mr. Walthall is one 
star who travels the road and pre- 
sents his plays without “hogging” 
the limelight. The cast which play- 
ed with him Tuesday night got full 
opportunity. and none of them were 
set here and there among the 
“props” as backgrounds to his lum- 
inosity. 

As a poet who was a human being 
full of life and much more rational! 
than we have been given to believe 
that poets ever are, Mr. Walthall 
pleased his audience mightily, and 
rendered romantic lines in a way 
which comport entirely with the 
pre-conceived tdeas of his ability 
to do that. It is: fortunate, too, 
that it is convenient for Mary Char- 
leson to play opposite Mr. Walthall. 
Her part in the work of Tuesday 
night was splendidly done, so nice- 
ly, in fact, that it gives a thrill of 
gratification to know that the pair 
of stars are married. Far De it 
from us to dip into domestic con- 
jecture, ut they must get along 
darn well together. 

The play hovers around Alice 
Howland, alias Flossie Johnson 
(Miss Charleson), a refined sob- 
sister who injects herself as a .ser- 
vant in the family of Dr. David 
Skaggs, noted divine, in order to 
write some feature articles. She 
poses as a fallen ‘woman attempt- 
ing to rise, just to make it more 
difficult and to test out the theories 
of modern Chrietianity and its 
frowning attitude toward the street 
woman. She gets a job, shocks 
the starch out of Dr. Skaggs’ spin- 
ster sister, along with some pros-

pective relations by marriage, in- 
cluding a pompous lady who has 
a hunch she can buy her way to the 
pearly gates. The woman has a 
weak-tea son, who wants to marry 
Agnes, the sister of Carleton. Wil- 
loughby, the poet, the hero, the 
role for Mr. Walthall, and the man 
who marries the reportress. Jimmy 
Doble, a reporter, by the way, 
solves the difficulties of Agnes by 
marrying her. 

Arthur Rutledge, as Dr. Skaggs, 
is likable, and by his manner of do- 
ing the thing, sets forth some really 
Plausible moral lessons. Wiliam 
Clifford, as Jimmy Doble, the re- 
porter, does a lot of things that re- 
porters wish they could do in good 
style: Elizabeth DeWitt handles 
the high and mighty. puritanical 
spinster aunt with emphasis; Maude 
Truex is above the average as the 
pompous dame with social position; 
Cl:ora Orden is rather charming 
as the sister, and the next para- 
graph will be devoted to Sherman 
Bainbridge, who was the weak male 
sister. 

The audience always seems to 
like the actor taking this role, who 
flirts his handkerchief and thinks 
he has committed assault and bat- 
tery by a slap on the _ wrist. A 
shrugged male shoulder is a tri- 
umph, and a “dear, dear me” is 
a howling success. It might have 
been easy for Mr. Bainbridge to give 
this character to his audience, but 
simply because he did do that, and 
because his audience enjoyed him to 
the utmost, this paragraph is dedi- 
cated to him. 

The plot doesn’t mean much, save 
as a vehicle for the appearance of 
the likable cast and a means for 
getting in some excellent satire on 
the people of the church today, those 
who can’t sleep until they have 
put out their daily quota of hy- 
pocrisy. It’s worth while for that 
alone, if it had not its other mer- 
its. This comedy will be given

Monday. 


The Georgia Tech industral tour 
of the state. beginning April 4, 
and lasting for a week, now is be- 
ing talked of seriously by various 
nual event, sponsored by various 
commercial organizations, because 
of its evident, though at first un- 
intentional value as a means of 
business stimulation, and as a me- 
dium for the big business men of 
the state to get together on the 
tour, and meet other big business 
men in its progress. 

The Georgia Tech industrial tour, 
which starts next Monday from At- 
lanta with more than a hundred in- 
dustrial leaders, in a special train, 
was planned as a sequence to the 
Tech industrial tour of the north 
and east last November. It was 
planned by Georgia Tech as ameans 
of carrying thréughout Georgia 
the message of industrial salva- 
tion—the first great step in the 
creation of areal industrial Georgia. 

The tour will last all week, and 
the tourists will stop at thirty-five 
Georgia cities and towns, Everett 
Morss, president of the Simplex 
Wire and Cable company, and a 
grea® figure in the industrial world, 
is coming all the way from Boston 
to go on the tour. Mayor James L. 
Key, of Atlanta, and Governor Dor- 
sey will also be on the list of 
speakers: Dr. K. G. Matheson, pres- 
ident of Georgia Tech, and many 
other prominent men of the state 
will be in the party.

The 
cost of a reservation, with all priv- 
ileges and accommodations on the 
special trains for the six days is 
about $120.

LoftyAltitude 


Restores Speech 
To Ex-Soldier 


Washington, March 29.—An air- 
Plane flight at an altitude-of 14,- 
000 feet today restored the power 
cf speech to H. A. Renz, Jr., 22 years 
old and a former soldier, who for 
eight months had been unable to 
speak above a whisper. His voice, 
which left him one night ~ while 
asleep, was returned to normal 
within an hour, and when he step- 
ped from the army airplane at Boll- 
ing field he was surprised at his 
own voice saying “I don’t know 
whether I can talk or not.” 

Renz, while in the tank corps at 
Camp Colt, Pa., injured a finger, 
which failed to heal and finally was 
amputated. It is not known wheth- 
er the infection was in any way 
responsible in the loss of his voice, 
and, in an effort to recover his 
speech, he also had removed his 
tonsils, adenoids and a submucous 
resection. Eminent specialists have 
treated him for recovery of his 
voice without result. 

As a veteran and beneficiary of 
war risk insurance, Renz consult- 
ed the public health service, and 
Dr. Charles E. McEnerney diagnosed 
the case as partial aphonia with 
paralysis of the adductor muscles 
of the threat. An air flight to high 
altitude was prescribed and through 
co-operation of the army air service 
Renz found his voice somewhere in 
the rarified air above Bolling field. 
It is the first case of the kind on 
record,. public health service offi- 
cials stated.
